Grain Delivery 
Open To July 31 

Ag the delivery quotas on all 
grains are now open and in order 
to facilitate deliveries, effective 
immediately, producers may now 
deliver all the grain they may wish 
to market until July 31, 1947, at 
any elevator at any point specified 
in the permit book,, off cials of the 
Canadian Wheat Board said. 

Entries must be made in the pro¬ 
ducer’s permit book covering all 
deliveries of wheat, oats and bar¬ 
ley and if the delivery is made at 
a point other than the one specified 
in the permit book, this delivery 
1 o'.nt must be written into the de¬ 
livery record and the elevator ag¬ 
ent must initial the entry.

Buildings 
must be at least seven feet from 
the side lines and ten feet from 
the front -lines of lots, or in line 
with existing buildings.

al. Supposing a little eight or ten-page weekly re¬ 
quires 25,000 words of news about all the various ac¬ 
tivities of the district, there is chance of mistake in 
every word. Despite a conscientious aim at accuracy 
there is always the possibility of error. The printeo 
word enjoys none of the untrammelled freedom of 
the spoken word. It is under a scrutiny from which 
there is no graceful retreat; no evasion. It is there 
in print. Contrast that position with the word-of- 
mouth story which is tossed from person to person 
growing as it moves on, changing color and intent, 
till it finally has lost all kinship with the original 
germ from which it sprang. Try to trace the vast 
majority of these stories to their source, and you 
are lost in a maze of denials, fetreats and side-step¬ 
ping. The newspaper has no such easy “out.” j 

Then later there is the proofreading of news and 
advertisements—proofreading for spelling, for 
names, for grammar, for trade names, for continuity 
of meaning, for accuracy (with possibly some con¬ 
cessions to circumstances and nature of the subject). 
In every word of every line a gremlin may lurk, es¬ 
caping the eye of two or three proofreaders only to 
leap out in all its enormity once the paper is off the 
press and it is too late to do anything about it. 

To anyone initiated in the various processes of 
press publication it is never surprising if there are 
occasional mistakes. The wonder is that there are 
not more. This is particularly true of the daily pa¬ 
pers with which we are most familiar. They main¬ 
tain a very high standard, as do our weekly ex¬ 
changes. 

If there are errors from- time to time—either 
laughable or annoying—the public is at least as¬ 
sured that they are not errors of intent, never that. 
1’ut it down to a moment’s distraction, unconscious 
skipping of one line of type, or last minute rush. If 
you are charitable, give a thought to the columns in 
which there are no errors, and the relatively few 
mistakes in relation to the volume printed. It is 
doubtful if other lines of business show any higher 
average of infallibility. The difference is that in 
the newspaper business every error comes under the 
eye of all the public. In most other lines of business 
there is no such publicity. Knowledge of any slip¬ 
up is confined to the two or three people directly 
cincerned. .

fpHOSE who take the greatest delight in typo- 
"*■ graphical errors are newspaper people. Admiit- 
tidly the joke is very sour if the error is in their 
own paper, but any mistake which is discovered in 
the printed word of any other publication brings 
peculiar satisfaction. It just goes to show that there 
is no publication which can lay honest claim to free¬ 
dom from error. 

The general public, too, seems to gloat over mis¬ 
takes in print. It gives a great feeling of superiority 
to detect a word or line misplaced, or a word mis¬ 
spelled or upside down, or to find, as is often the 
case, half-a-dozen lines jumbled. People are inclined 
to say- “Such carelessness, such inefficiency,” and to 
look with satisfaction upon their own errorless rec¬ 
ord of business. J 

Yet the chances of mistakes in the average news¬ 
paper are appalling in their number. For example 
the linotype machine which sets up the copy requires 
nine operations before one letter of one word is act¬ 
ually set. The touch on the typewriter has a depres¬ 
sion of one inch, and on the linotype the depression 
is 3/16 of an inch. This gives an indication of the 
precision involved in linotype work which turns out 
the printed word. That is the mechanical end, of 
greatest importance. Incidentally the linotype setter, 
as he works, keeps a constant eye out for misspelled 
words, wrong punctuation, obvious errors which he 
can correct as he goes along.

For Approval. Report on Staff 

Work. Correspondence Discuss¬ 
ed. Adult Clinics 

At the regular meeting of the 
board members of the Foothills 
Health district, Dr. Foster presid- 
eu, and matters under discussion 
included budget increases, * salary 
increase and routine business. 

Following discussion in the pro¬ 
posed increase in Unit budget, the 
secretary was instructed to pre¬ 
pare and send out a special letter 
to all contributing areas asking for 
their approval of the proposed in- 
c lease of one-seventh or two-sev¬ 
enths us the case may be, depend¬ 
ing on the ability to obtain the 
services of a new nurse. This was 
approved. 

A farther discussion of salary 
increases led to a motion that if 
contribut'ng areas are agreeable 
to increased budget, the date on 
which these come into effect will be 
March 1, 1947. 

The chairman referred to the re¬ 
quest of J. C. Mooney for increas¬ 
ed cost-of-living bonus while in 
the Rosebud area. It was carried 
that an increase of 25 cents per 
day over and above his “away 
from home” allowance will be 
granted 

Nanton Business 

A letter was read from the town 
of Nanton respecting payment of 
the ; r expenses at board meeting. 
The secretary was instructed to 
write Nanton explaining the situa¬ 
tion so far as expenses of members 
and ptcmises are concerned. Fx"- 
penses of members are usually 
paid by the mim'cipality, town or 
Ullage, this being verified by 
membeis present. Also, within all 
areas excepting High River, prem¬ 
ises for clinics are arranged in th» 
local areas. The point in respect 
to High River is the fact that wa¬ 
ter for clinic purposes has always 
been furnished free of charge to 
the Health District. 

Adult Clinics 

Mr. Cecil Mitton was present at 
the meeting and brought up the 
maU~r of adult clinics and asked 
i> the policy of holding these clin- 
'<•.« could be arranged. Dr. Somer- 
vil’e of the provincial department 
■>*“ Health, po nted out that during 


the period when the Unit was with¬ 
out a doctor, it was impossible to 
give this service. It is a service 
that could not be widely advertisea 
because there are ?2,000 people in 
the Health district^ and conse¬ 
quently it could consume a great 
amount of time. Aside frqm this 
question of available time, a lim¬ 
ited number of adult examinations 
have been made and this policy will 
continue unless the situation 
should develop to the point where 
the doctor in charge does not have 
time to make the examinations^ 
Hi is was carried. 

Turner Valley 

Reference was made to contribu¬ 
tions made by Turner . Valley 
School district, also the towns of 
Turner Valley and Black Diamond. 
The secretary was instructed to 
write these two towns with the re¬ 
quest that they accept responsibil¬ 
ity for payment toward operating 
expenses on the basis of a 45 ct. 
per capita charge. It is expected 
this w.U be the basic rate for all 
contributing areas. 

Resignation 

The secretary referred to the 
resignation of Mrs. June Danforth 
to be effective April 30, writh the 
possibility that she may be able to 
assist a new nurse for two weeks 
in May. It was carried that Mrs. 
Danforth be paid for two weeks’ 
holiday following expiration of he, 
service, and that she be paid 3 ets. 
per mile for the use of her own au¬ 
tomobile during the time Che clinic 
» , ar was being repaired, the mile¬ 
age being approximately 600 
miles. 

Staff Work 

Dr. Jackson in presenting his re¬ 
port said that a complete report of 
the work of the staff is contained 
in the quarterly report of which 
each meniber and contributing area 
has received a copy. He reported 
an outbreak of measles at Nanton, 
which apparently had developed as 
a result of a non-reported case, 
and also referred to an epidemic of 
scarlet, fever west of Cayley, a 
case at Brant and one at Milo. The 
doctor also spoke at some length 
on undulant fever caused by in¬ 
fected cows, and the importance of 
careful check of cow herds, and 
pasteurization as far as possible.

A lengthy d scussion of the 
problem of divorce and the mar¬ 
riage of divorced persons featured 
sessions of the High River presby- 
ttry of the United chuich held in 
the United church at High River 
on Monday and Tuesday of last 
week. Several ministers expressed 
uneas ness at being under the 
necessity of officiating at a mar¬ 
riage where one party had been 
previously divorced. One speaker 
asserted that such people use the 
United church facilities as a con¬ 
venience knowing that marriage 
would be refused by other church¬ 
es. 

Two resolutions grew out of the 
discussion. The first asked the 
general council of the church to 
rule that marriage of divorced per¬ 
sons by United church ministers-be 
allowed only by consent of presby¬ 
tery. The second asked that the 
provincial government extend the 
system, of- marr age commissioners 
so that civil marr ages could be 
performed. It also asked that the 
custom of publishing banns be giv¬ 
en more encouragement . 

Another lengthy discussion was' 
provoked when the subject of the 
report of the committee on a mu¬ 
tually acceptable ministry with tSe 
Church of England in Canada was 
broached. Several ministers and 
laymen objected strenuously to the 
suggestions. It was stated that 
any union with the Church of Eng¬ 
land should be on a spiritual basis 
rather than a mechanical device of 
re-ordination. 

Approval was given to the pro¬ 
posal that the moderator of the 
Unit°d church be nominated by a 
ballot wh ch would be submitted to 
the ptesbyteries. Reports were re¬ 
ceived from various committees. 
The missionary and maintenance 
committee reported that every 
charge having a resident minister 
had raised ts allocation in 1946 
making a total of $5,659, over $400 
more than 1946. The committee on 
stat'stics .reported a net gain in 
membership of over 200. 

The guest speaker at the presby¬ 
tery was Rev. Dr. F. S. Morle'y. 
minister of Grace Presbyterian 
church, Calgary. He addressed a 
public meeting on Monday even'ng 
and stated that the church was tli» 
one institution that still hoped ii. 
a chaotic world.

Amongst the smaller annoyan¬ 
ces of life, pepper has been rank 
nig high, what with its syntheti: 
nature and tastelessness. ^ 

The Moose Jaw Times explains 
the pepper situation. 

Before the war, Canada got most 
of her pepper from The Nethc- 
Ir.nds East Indes and the Malay 
Peninsula. The Japanese fixed 
that. They cut down great numbers 
of pepper trees, to make way for 
other crops and to provide space 
for military installations. They 
drained labor away from planta¬ 
tions, which soon were swallowed 
up by the jungle. 

In 1939, world consumption of 
prpper was 133,000,000 pounds. 
The 1946 supply may amount to 
43,000,000 pounds, much of it of 
poor quality. Canada’s pepper im¬ 
ports — mostly from India — 
amounted to 825,000 pounds, and 
it cost 21 cents a pound. This 
tear’s world price is something 
like 40 cents. Because of these fac¬ 
tors, the pepper now being retailed 
in Canada is about half real and 
half imitation. At one point, it was 
75 per cent ersatz. 

Experts estimate that it will 
take at least five years for the 
world pepper situation to get bark 
to normal -if conditions through 
out the world, and particularly in 
the East Indies, remain normal in 
the meantime.

In matters of histoTV we. must appeal to trustwoi thy witnesses 
and historians to establish facts on any case which is in hand. 
The verdict of the case rests upon the amount and tvpe of testi¬ 
mony which is giv.cn. Eye witnesses and associates of the ease 
ln-ar the most weight in the evidence while those who write about 
it from hearsay bear a smaller amount of weight upon the facts 
of the case. The more removed the histo’ian from the time of 
the incident the less authority he has to speak. 

In reference to Jesus Christ ns the Son of God. we may point 
out that there is not a word or a line of testimony in the pages 
of sacred or profane literature which gives credit to Him as being 
the Son of Joseph. Before His birth the angel testified that lie 
would he "called “The Son of the Most High.” God testifi d at His 
dipping "This is my beloved Son in whom I am well pleased.” 
Matthew, an associate of Christ, bears testimony to tiiis fact. 
John the dipper testifies “I have seen, and have borne witness 
that this is the Son of God.” At the mount of Transfiguration 
God again bore witness "Tiiis is my Sop, hear ye Him." The 
Roman centurion that was in charge of the crucifixion of Christ 
said at His death ‘Trtfly this was the Son of God." 

Men since his time have borne witness that He was divine. 
Josephus, the first historian to record in profane writings the 
name of Jesus says “Jesus, a wi«=e man. if it lie lawful to call, 
him a man. ... He was the Christ." Napoleon said “I know 
men, and I tell you that Jesus Christ was not a man.’’ There are 
many more testimonies to lie noted, hut these point out the fact. 

These must be accepted ns the facts of the case unjess some¬ 
one is able to prove that the witnesses were mentally unbalanced, 
that they were false witnesses, or unless someone can bring fotth 
another testimony to the contrary from witnesses which bear as 
much weight as these.
